WASHINGTON I Investigators looking into 
the deadly crash of two Metro transit trains 
focused Tuesday on why a computerized sys- 
tem failed to halt an oncoming train, and 
why the train failed to stop even though the 
emergency brake was pressed. 

At the time of the crash, the train was 
also operating in automatic mode, mean- 
ing it was controlled primarily by computer. 
In that mode, the operator’s main job is to 
open and close the doors, and respond in 


case of an emergency. 

Debbie Hersman, an investigator with 
the National Transportation Safety Board, 
said it was unclear if the emergency brake 
was actually engaged when Monday’s crash 
occurred. But the mushroom-shaped button 
that activates it was found pushed down in 
the operator’s compartment. 

Crews spent Tuesday pulling apart the 


trains’ wreckage and searching for victims’ 
bodies. And authorities worked to deter- 
mine why the train’s safeguards apparently 
did not kick in, 

NTSB also revealed that an old train 
involved in the crash should have been 
replaced because of safety concerns. Hers- 
man said that despite NTSB’s warnings in 
2006, the transit system kept the old trains 
running, which NTSB considered “unac- 
ceptable.” BRIAN WITTE (AP)

Obama Toughens Rhetoric on Iran 



President Obama on Tuesday said the U.S. is "appalled and outraged” by the vio- 
lence and intimidation of protesters in Iran in the wake of the presidential election.

President condemns 
violence, says results 
of election in question 

WASHINGTON I Dramatically hard- 
ening the U.S. reaction to Iran’s 
disputed elections and bloody 
aftermath. President Obama 
condemned the violence against 
protesters Tuesday and lent his 
strongest support yet to their accu- 
sations that the hardline victory 
was a fraud. 

Obama, who has been accused 
by some Republicans of being too 
timid in his response to events in 
Iran, declared himself “appalled 
and outraged” by the deaths and 
intimidation in Tehran’s streets 
— and scoffed at suggestions he 
was toughening his rhetoric in 
response to the criticism. 

He suggested Iran’s leaders will 
face consequences if they contin- 
ue “the threats, the beatings and 
imprisonments” against protest- 
ers. But he repeatedly declined to 
say what actions the U.S. might 
take, retaining — for now — the 
option of pursuing diplomatic 
engagement with Iran’s leaders 


over its suspected nuclear weap- 
ons program. 

“We don’t know yet how this 


thing is going to play out,” the 
president said. “It is not too late 
for the Iranian government to 


recognize that there is a peaceful 
path that will lead to stability and 
legitimacy and prosperity for the 
Iranian people.” 

Obama borrowed language 
from struggles throughout history 
against oppressive governments to 
condemn the efforts by Iran’s rul- 
ers to crush dissent in the wake of 
June 12 presidential elections. 

“No iron fist is strong enough 
to shut off the world from bearing 
witness to peaceful protests of jus- 
tice,” he said during a nearly hour- 
long news conference. “Those who 
stand up for justice are always on 
the right side of history.” 

Obama was plainer than ever 
that the protesters’ beliefs that the 
election was stolen from Mir Hos- 
sein Mousavi maybe legitimate. 

“We can’t say definitively what 
exactly happened at polling places 
throughout the country,” Obama 
said. “What we know is that a 
sizable percentage of the Iranian 
people themselves ... consider this 
election illegitimate. It’s not an iso- 
lated instance, a little grumbling 
here or there. There is significant 
question about the legitimacy of 
the election.” Jennifer loven (ap)

Child emulates show 
‘Man vs. Wild’ while 
waiting to be rescued 

SALT LAKE CITY I When he real- 
ized he’d been separated from 
his family on a weekend hike in a 
northern Utah forest, 9 -year-old 
Grayson Wynne’s thoughts turned 
to television. 

Grayson watches “Man vs. 
Wild” on the Discovery Channel 
every week with his brothers and 
his dad. On the show, host Bear 
Grylls strands himself in the wil- 
derness and then shows viewers 
how to survive. 

That’s where Grayson says he 
learned to leave clues behind to 
help searchers find him. 

On Saturday, when he was 
scared and alone in Ashley Nation- 
al Forest, Grayson started tearing 
up his yellow rain slicker, despite 
the intermittent downpours, and 
tying pieces to trees. 

“I just used my hands,” said 
Grayson, who was found Sunday 
after spending 18 hours in the for- 
est. “I don’t know how many times 
I tore the thing, but quite a lot.” 


Grayson was among a party 
of about 15 family members that 
left Saturday from the Spirit Lake 
trailhead in Daggett County. The 
group stopped to tighten a sad- 
dle on a horse at some point, said 
Grayson’s dad, Kynan Wynne. But 
Grayson didn’t realize it and went 
ahead of the pack before diverting 
onto a smaller trail. 

Grayson created a small shelter 


overnight under a fallen tree. The 
next day, he decided to follow a 
creek in hopes of finding help. 

When Grayson heard a heli- 
copter overhead, he ran into a 
meadow and waved the last piece 
of his jacket. But two searchers on 
horseback saw him first. 

“It was such a good feeling that 
I was going to be all right,” Gray- 
son said.

S.C. Governor Took a Hike 


Sanford disappeared 
for 4 days, leaving 
eolleagues in the dark 

COLUMBIA, S.C. I South Carolina 
Gov. Mark Sanford will cut short 
a secretive Appalachian Trail hike 
and return to work Wednesday 
after revelations hed been gone for 
four days with no contact with his 
staff, wife or state leaders. 

“Gov. Sanford called to check 
in with his chief of staff this morn- 
ing,” Sanford spokesman Joel Saw- 
yer said Tuesday in a statement. 
“It would be fair to say the gover- 
nor was somewhat taken aback 
by all of the interest this trip has 
gotten.” 

The Republican governor 
hadn’t spoken with his staff since

last Thursday. He left the state on 
what Sawyer called a routine vaca- 
tion to unwind. 

His absence left fellow state 
leaders scratching their heads. 

The lieutenant governor 
couldn’t figure out where Sanford 
was. Calls from a state senator and 


close friend rolled to voice mail. 
Even his wife said she hadn’t talked 
to him for several days. 

The explanation came late Mon- 
day night from his spokesman: The 
second-term chief executive was 
hiking along the Appalachian Trail 
“to kind of clear his head after the 
legislative session.” 

The Republican governor left 
town on Thursday, Sawyer said, 
with plans to hike the trail, which 
passes through 14 states but not 
South Carolina. Sawyer said he 
didn’t know where exactly Sanford 
was along the 2, 200 -mile route 
and declined to discuss whether 
anyone was hiking with him. 

“He’s an avid outdo or sman,” 
Sawyer said. “Nobody’s ever 
accused our governor of being con- 
ventional.” JIM DAVENPORT (AP)

Iran Reformist Loses Grip 


Mousavi s supporters 
stage milder protests 
amid security threats 

CAIRO I Mir Hossein Mousavi is 
still nominally the guiding force of 
the fury over Iran’s disputed elec- 
tion. But there are ample signs his 
rebel stature is being eroded by his 
hesitation to shift from campaign- 
er to street agitator as his support- 


ers challenge security forces. 

The questions over Mousavi’s 
standing are part of a larger debate 
over the direction of the unprec- 
edented assault on Iran’s Islamic 
leadership. 

The size of the demonstrations 
has fallen sharply since Mousavi 
led hundreds of thousands through 
Tehran last week over claims of 
vote rigging in the June 12 presi- 
dential election. At the same time, 


the growing threats and firepow- 
er from security forces leave little 
doubt that authorities are prepared 
to strike back hard.

alleged vote fraud. 

It gave the clear impression 
of authorities gaining the upper 
hand, at least for the moment.

Kyrgyzstan, U.S. OK Air Base Deal 


BISHKEK, KYRGYZSTAN I The for- 
mer Soviet republic of Kyrgyzstan 
tentatively approved a deal Tuesday 
that should allow the U.S. to con- 
tinue shipping military hardware 
and troops crucial to operations in 
Afghanistan through an air base 
in the Central Asian state. 

U.S. forces in February had been

Pakistani Taliban 
Death Signals Rift 


Leader of a renegade 
militant faction fatally 
shot by his own guard 

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN I The assas- 
sination of the leader of a renegade 
Pakistani Taliban faction by one 
of his own men Tuesday under- 
scores a growing rift in the ranks 
of the militant group as it braces 
for an impending army assault in 
the volatile northwest. 

Qari Zainuddin’s killing sets 
back government hopes of exploit- 
ing these internal divisions in the 
South Waziristan tribal region, 
where the army has been pound- 
ing strongholds of Pakistani Tal- 
iban leader Baitullah Mehsud in 
apparent preparation for a major, 
U.S. -backed offensive. 

Suspected U.S. missiles also 
hammered the same areas Tues- 
day, striking a purported Taliban 
training center and then a funeral 
procession for some of those killed 
in the first missile attack. Up to

40 people died and 60 more were 
wounded, said two intelligence offi- 
cials on condition of anonymity. 

Mehsud has humbled the Paki- 
stani army in past battles and has 
been closing ranks this year by forg- 
ing alliances with powerful Taliban 
leaders and killing opponents. 

Aides to the slain Taliban 
official said a guard walked into 
Zainuddin’s office after morning 
prayers and opened fire, hitting 
him in the head and chest, and

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Israel Frees Senior Hamas Leader 


Release spurs rumors 
of exchange for soldier 
detained by militants 

JERUSALEM I Israel on Tuesday 
freed the most senior of dozens 
of Hamas politicians in custody, 
prompting speculation it was a 
prelude to a deal for the release 
of an Israeli soldier held by Pal- 
estinians for three years. 

However, Israeli officials insist- 
ed the Palestinian parliament 
speaker, Abdel Aziz Duaik, was let 
go because his three-year sentence 
was nearly at an end and that his 
release was not related to a swap 
involving the Israeli soldier, Sgt. 


Gilad Schalit. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity because 
no steps had been taken. 

Since Hamas-allied militants 
in Gaza captured Schalit in 2006, 
Egypt has been trying to arrange 
an Israel-Hamas swap that would 
bring his release. The negotiations 
have been accompanied by reports 
that a deal was close, only to be 
followed by new setbacks. 

Earlier this week, Israeli 
Defense Minister Ehud Barak met 
with Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak in Cairo, as a new Israeli 
negotiating team was set up. 

On Tuesday, a Palestinian news 
agency reported that Schalit was 
about to be transferred to Egypt

as part of a deal. Israeli officials 
denied it. Hamas officials in Gaza 
also dismissed the report. 

After Schalit was captured, Isra- 
el rounded up more than 30 Hamas 
lawmakers, including Duaik. The 
plan at the time was to trade the 
legislators for the soldier, but indi- 
rect talks have foundered. 

In the meantime, Duaik’s 
36-month sentence is near an end, 
and a judge ordered his release. 

Shopkeepers rushed to greet 
Duaik after he crossed into the 
West Bank, passing out sweets to 
celebrate his release. 

“My body is free, but my soul is 
still in jail with the other prison- 
ers,” Duaik said, mark lavie (ap)

have detected sounds in the Atlantic, 
but they are not from the Air Erance 
jet’s flight recorders, Erench officials 
said Tuesday.

Riders describe Metro 
accident as search for 
crash cause continues 

As investigators try to sort out 
what caused a Red Line Metro 
train to slam into another Metro 
train Monday, injured passengers 
Tuesday told stories about the 
confusing and awful moments 
after the crash. 

Lanice Beasley, 14, was in the car 
that was shattered by the impact, 
with its outer shell and some of its 
passengers thrown up onto the roof 
of the train that was hit. 

Her mother, Ernice Beasley, 
44, said her daughter recalled jag- 
ged metal falling on passengers. 

“Her boyfriend put his body 
over her head but couldn’t cover her 
leg, too; that’s why it got so cut up,” 
Ernice Beasley said. Her daugh- 
ter’s leg was cut to the bone, and 
her head was gashed in front and 
back. On Monday, after surgery, 
there were staples in her head. 

Ernice Beasley said her daughter 
kept recalling what she saw happen 
to the passenger next to her, 

“She keeps saying there was a 
lady sitting beside her on the train 
and the stuff falling down cut the 
lady’s chest open,” she said. “The 
lady kept sa)dng, 1 think I’m going 
to die. I think I’m going to die.’ And 
then she died before her eyes.” 

“I’m worried about my baby.

“I just want my baby back,” 

Also in that car was Jamie 
Jiao, 20, a University of Virginia

I submitted a question during 
a previous chat, asking how on 
Earth [Metro GM] John Catoe 
had been named the APIA pub- 
lic transportation manager of the 
year for 2009. In light of the acci- 
dent Monday, I would imagine Mr. 
Catoe will refrain from accepting 
the award. 

I think Metro General Manager 
John B. Catoe Jr., whose philoso- 
phy is “safety first,” doesn’t need 
any help feeling devastated about 
the loss of passengers and person- 
nel in this tragedy. Catoe’s main 
job now will be to work with the 
NTSB to figure it out, openly and 
completely, and make sure it can 
never happen again. 

I have always felt very safe on 
the Metro, but Monday’s crash 
makes me think twice about 
those strange noises you some- 
times here or those days when the 
Metro train seems to be going a 
little too fast. Is there anything we 
can do, as Metro riders, to make 
ourselves safer? 

Considering how many trains move 
on how much track in the nation’s 
second-biggest subway system, 
we’re pretty safe. If I didn’t believe 
that, I wouldn’t have been on the 
Yellow Line and Red Line trains 
Tuesday morning.

compare with other systems in 
the U.S.? 

It’s hard to compare transit sys- 
tems on just about any issue. But 
our system is very safe. That’s not 
just a feeling.

I was just looking over some 
of the stats that the Metro board 
is scheduled to look at during its 
Thursday meeting. Monday’s inci- 
dent shows that pretty safe isn’t 
good enough. 

I heard that, as a precaution, 
Metro operated trains manually 
Tuesday. Isn’t that a bigger risk? 

I doubt the drivers have as much 
experience driving manually. 

Any of us riding Metrorail with 
any frequency has been on many 
a train under manual control. It’s 
not rare at all. Any eight-car train, 
is under manual control, because 
the automated system is not yet 
precise enough to stop the trains 
in exactly the right spot.

Boeing’s 787 Hit 
With More Delays 


Long-awaited plane 
will not undergo a 
test flight this month 

MANUFACTURING I Boeing Co. has 
again delayed the first test flight 
of its long-awaited 787 jetliner, 
the latest setback for an aircraft 
that has bolstered the company’s 
order book and redefined the way 
it builds planes. 

The aerospace giant said Tues- 
day it needs to reinforce small 
areas of the plane before con- 
ducting the test flight, which 
Boeing had insisted would occur 
before July. 

Boeing said a revised schedule 
for the flight, and first deliveries to 
customers, will not be announced 
for several weeks. 

The announcement comes as 
Boeing and European archrival 
Airbus SA grapple with slumping 
orders for their jets as the reces- 
sion dampens demand for air travel

M U S I C I When an artist delivers an 
album after more than a decade 
on hiatus, fans listen for the music 
they fell in love with, and c)mics lis- 
ten for a deafening flop. In the case 
of Al B, Sure!, fans win out. 

On “Honey I’m Home,” Sure! is 
still the crooner he was when “Nite 
and Day” reached the Top 10 of the 
Billboard R&B and Pop charts in 
1988. But on the slow-burning “I 
Love It!,” drum machines and 
electric guitars have been 
replaced by pianos and vio- 
lins. That’s not to say, however, 
that Sure! has abandoned the R&B 
sound that made him popular. 

“Honey I’m Home” bears all the 
signs of ’90s R&B nostalgia. The 
track “Dedicate My All” not only 
incorporates the sound of snap- 
ping fingers, but it boldly begins 
with a voice-over: “Can I talk to 
you? I think you need to hear what 
I’ve got to say. So, please, listen.”

FILM I A joyless cacophony, an 
insistent and seemingly endless 
onslaught, “Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen,” director Michael 
Bay’s follow-up to the 2007 smash 
“Transformers,” plays more like a 
parody of a Bay movie.

overcaffeinated, everyone screams 
their lines, perhaps so they can hear 
each other over the explosions and 
the thunderous score.

Beloved Sidekick Ed McMahon Dies 


Johnny Carson’s 
loyal second banana 
enriched Tonight’ 
with his laughter 

OBIT I Ed McMahon, the loyal 
“Tonight Show” sidekick who bol- 
stered boss Johnny Carson with 
guffaws and a resounding “H-e- 
e-e-e-e-ere’s Johnny!” for 30 years 
died early Tuesday. He was 86. 

McMahon died shortly after 
midnight at Ronald Reagan UCLA 
Medical Center surrounded by his 
wife, Pam, and other family mem- 
bers, said his publicist, Howard 
Bragman. 

Bragman didn’t give a cause of 


death, saying only that McMahon 
had a “multitude of health prob- 
lems the last few months.” 

McMahon broke his neck in a fall 
in March 2007 and battled a series 
of financial problems as his injuries 
preventing him from working. 

McMahon and Carson had 
worked together for nearly five 
years on the game show “Who Do 
You Trust?” when Carson took over 
NBC’s late-night show from Jack 
Paar in October 1962. McMahon 
played second banana on “Tonight” 
until Carson retired, in 1992. 

“You can’t imagine hooking up 
with a guy like Carson,” McMa- 
hon said in an interview in 1993. 
“There’s the old phrase, 'Hook

Guitarist J Mascis is 
the dominant force on 
Dinosaur Jr.’s latest 

MUSIC I Good news: The original 
lineup of Dinosaur Jr, has a new 
album out. 

Not-so-good news: “Farm” 
sounds like another installment 
of J Mascis and friends. 

The great thing about the reviv- 
al of one of indie rock’s touchstone 


bands is the chance for guitarist 
Mascis, bassist Lou Barlow and 
drummer Murph to spontaneously 
combust with another album like 
“You’re Living All Over Me,” the 
molten lava middle album of the 
three the original lineup put out 
in the 1980s. 

“Farm” is not that album. The 
band’s latest is as close to mel- 
low as Mascis is ever likely to get. 
Acting as producer, Mascis has 
things going just the way he likes. 


Barlow and Murph act like a plat- 
form from which Mascis launches 
several extended guitar solos and 
inspired noodling. 

There are some great moments 
here: Mascis’ lazy delivery on 
“Ocean in the Way,” his playful gui- 
tar intro on “Over It,” the drama of 
“There’s No Here” and the sugary- 
sweet melody of “See You.” 

But overall, the album sounds a 
lot like Mascis’ work post-breakup. 
And that’s a wasted opportunity. 


The most energetic moment on 
“Farm” comes in “Your Weather,” 
one of two songs penned by Bar- 
low. It’s a reminder of how much 
energy the band once had and may 
yet reclaim. 

Finally, Mascis’ gift is that he 
can break your heart while he’s 
blowing your mind, something he 
accomplishes on the melancholy 
“Said the People” with its plain- 
tive chorus and patient delivery,

D.C.’s Darkest Hour 
excitedly celebrates 
The Eternal Return’ 
of some metal music 

MUSIC I The theory of eternal 
return posits the universe has no 
start or end, but the matter within 
it is finite and ever- changing. 

Darkest Hour’s own take on 
“The Eternal Return,” the D.C. 
metal band’s sixth album, deals 
with that philosophical concept by 
trying to bash it into submission. 
The breathless CD was recorded 
in Baltimore’s Salad Days Studio 
with producer Brian McTernan 
but without guitarist Kris Norris, 
who left the group last year, 

“The press is an interesting 
place to tell the dirty insides of 
the way a band operates,” said 
guitarist Mike Schleibaum, 32, 


who co-founded Darkest Hour 
in 1995 with singer John Henry, 
“So, in fairness to Kris and our 
friendship ,„ sometimes real-life 
problems start to creep in, and it 
just got to the point where there 
were problems that were creeping 
into the band.” 

Mike “Lonestar” Carrigan 
replaced Norris, and he and 
Schleibaum handle all the ax 
duties on “The Eternal Return,” 
While Darkest Hour still mixes 
melodic Swedish death metal and 
D.C.-inspired hardcore, the album 
is the group’s most furious since 
200Ts “So Sedated, So Secure.” 
That return to Darkest Hour’s 
early brutality was due in part to 
the influence of McTernan, who 
produced the group’s 2000 debut, 
“The Mark of the Judas.” 

“We wanted to find out what 
is Darkest Hour,” Schleibaum

said. “It just felt like we need- 
ed to go back to somebody who 
knew where we came from to 
figure out the actual essence of 
what we’re trying to do. ...

definitely see five guys who want 
to be there, who like it enough 
to have dedicated our lives to it.”

Attendance soars 
at zoos as families 
seek cheaper fun 

ATTRACTIONS I To draw visitors, 
zoos count on gentle giraffes roll- 
ing out their long tongues to grasp 
treats, stingrays gliding through a 
pool to be petted and the playful 
tussling of tiger cubs. This year, 
they’re also getting help from the 
recession. 

Zoos in cities including Cincin- 
nati; St. Louis; Baltimore; Kansas 
City, Mo.; and Memphis, Tenn., 
are reporting higher attendance 
as consumers look for affordable 
entertainment closer to home. 

“We are tiying to be more care- 
ful in our spending, and this is a 
great way to do that and be with 
family,” said Noelle Bragg, 42, of 
Springboro, about 35 miles from 
Cincinnati. Bragg, her son and her 
nephew had just finished feeding a 
giraffe at the Cincinnati Zoo. 

More than 58 percent of 120 
members of the Association of 
Zoos and Aquariums responding 
to an April survey reported atten- 
dance increases year- over-year. 
Attendance at the Cincinna- 
ti Zoo rose 34 percent — to more 


than 372,000 visitors — in the first 
five months of this year. 

At the Saint Louis Zoo, which 
charges for some attractions but 
not admission, attendance jumped 
13 percent to 1.2 million visitors 
as of June 4. 

While certain exhibits — such 
as Zoo Babies in Cincinnati — 
help push the numbers up, the

lent in the dough, but, luckily, the 
different flavors of something like 
garbanzo bean flour bake away.

What are your issues with store- 
bought vegan goods? 

It’s hard to find things to eat in 
stores. If I find something without 
gluten, dairy or sugar, it is often 
loaded with preservatives or made 
with unhealthy ingredients. Plus, 
when things don’t taste good, you 
might as well eat an apple.

How did you get your start? 

I had just found out I had food 
sensitivities to wheat, dairy and 
sugar, and I was at a friend’s 
house. Her child had major 
food allergies. She’d made him a 
cake that she called a babycake, 
because it was good for little kids 
who couldn’t eat wheat or eggs. I 
thought it would be great for 
, somebody to start a bakery 
\ dedicated to those goods. 
*. After awhile, I realized I 
.* should launch it. 

What are the challenges 
of baking without gluten? 

I thought developing recipes would 
be a breeze, but each recipe was 
different. Cookies didn’t have the 
same method as scones, so each 
one was starting from scratch, I 


had problems with things being 
gummy and hard. I had a lot of 
problems with finding the bal- 
ance to bind each recipe. 


What do we need 
to know when bak- 
ing without gluten, 
eggs or dairy? 

Gluten gives elas- 
ticity to bread and 
holds it together, so you need to 
create that effect. Xanthan gum 
is in all my gluten-free recipes. It 
helps the dough. It can be difficult 
to create your own recipe without 
eggs. I’ve tried avocados, pureed 
dates, anything to add moisture. 
The challenge is to find a binder 
that won’t leave the goods so heavy 
that they can’t rise (or become too 
moist). 



What sets your baked goods apart 
from other vegan products? 

Everything I use is in there for a 
reason, from the oils to the flours. 
Also, I don’t use chemical pro- 
cessed sweeteners or sugar alcohol, 
which can cause gas. I love agave 
because it’s natural and straight 
from the cactus, so it doesn’t affect 
blood sugar like sugar does. 

Have you had any baking disasters? 

I was so confident starting off. 
I tried baking a cake for a party 
and I remember the batter tasted 
so good. I called my friends and 
announced that I’d be bringing 
over the first BabyCakes cake. 
When I took it out of the oven, 
it was a gelatinous mess: dense, 
didn’t rise, clear and wobbly. 

Any favorite indulgences? 

Taking a brownie and topping it 
with agave-sweetened vegan ice 
cream from Coconut Bliss, then 
adding chocolate sauce. I like 
simple flavor profiles.

Chip Cookies 

Makes 36 
INGREDIENTS 

^ 1 cup coconutoil 
^ 6tbsp. homemade applesauce 
(page78) or store-bought unsweet- 
ened applesauce 
1 tsp. salt 

2tbsp. pure vanilla extract 
1 X cups evaporated cane juice 
^ 2cups Bob’s Red Mill gluten-free 
all-purpose baking flour 
X cupflax meal 
1 tsp. baking soda 
^ 1 Xtsp. xanthan gum 
^ 1 cup vegan chocolate chips 

PREHEAT OVEN TO 325° F. Line two 
baking sheets with wax paper. 

In a medium bowl, mix oil, salt, 
applesauce, vanillaandcanejuice. In 
another medium bowl, whisktogeth- 
er flour, flax meal, baking soda and 
xanthan gum.
